Roosevelt Urged 


to Rush Inflation 


3 1 - 3 Billions New Cur- 


rency Might "Cover" 


Public Works 


WASHINGTON — (ff>) — President 


Roosevelt was pressed Thursday to 
wield his emergency inflation powers 
immediately in an effort to arrest the 
fall in farm commodity prices and to 
boost others. 


Secretary Wallace, widely known as 


an inflationist before he entered the 
Roosevelt cabinet, also gave newspaper 
men a surprise statement that he con- 
sidered inflation would lift the farm 
problem pressure op.ly "temporarily." 


The chief executive, although watch- 
ng carefully each dip and lift in the 
)rice trend, is keeping his own eoun- 
•el upon any currency moves he may 
lave in mind. Thursday he merely 
istcned attentively. 


Senator Smith of South Carolina 


mcl Representative Jones of Texas, the 
chairman of the Senate and House 
Agriculture Committees, respectively, 
urged Mr. Roosevelt to issue non-in- 
erest bearing Treasury notes to meet 
government obligations. 


"There is power to issue $3,300,000,000 
n Treasury 
notch," 
said 
Senator 


Smith, "I would use these or what- 
ever amount is necessary to pay for 
ho government's projects. 
"Unless commodity prices are raised 


we will have no NRA. I don't think 
t would take over $2,000,000,000 to 
turn the trick." 


Secretary Wallace expressed his be- 


lief to newspapermen that "inflation 
takes the pressure off temporarily, but 
remember this also, that definite phys- 
ical adjustments in agriculture have to 
be made."

Without debate the house Fri- 
day passed its bill to legalize 
3.2 per cent beer and wine fcnd 
sent it to the senate where it 
was deceived with' cheers. 
The senate deposited the bill with 
its temperance committee and order- 
ed mimeographed copies distributed. 


It marked the first success of legis- 


lation in 19 years to legalize any form 
of alcoholic drink. 


The hours bill carries two local op- 


tion clauses, one permitting 
school 


districts by petition to vote out beer* 
and another permitting a referendum 
every wo years on the subject by 
counties. 


The senate's beer bill differs from 


the house hill in two major subjects—' 
local option, which the senate reject- 
ed; and revenue distribution, all of 
which the senate would give to the 
common schools. 


The house revenue provision would 


give 80 per cent to the 
common 


schools, 15 per cent to Confederate 
pensions, and 5 per cent to the State 
Tuberculosis Sanitorium.

WASHINGTON. — (/P) — Recovery 


Administrator Hugh Johnson said Fri- 
day that the penalty provisions of the 
NRA are intended only for recalcit- 
rants, but they will be used fully if 
necessary. 


At the same . time Johnson 
told 


newspaper men that the influx of 
codes and the exhaustion of NRA in- 
signia "makes it look as if the Blue 
Eagle campaign is going over even 
more rapidly than I expected." 


In opening hearings on the automo- 


bile code Administrator Johnson made 
a statement, apparently directed at 
Henry Ford, that no exceptions would 
be made in its administration, wheth- 
er the manufacturers not concurring 
in it are large or small. 


He did not mention Ford by name 


but his meaning apparently was di- 
rected at Ford's declination thus far 
to subscribe to the code presented the 
others in the industry.

recent years, department stores and 
country stores of the four -(county 
area of which Hope is the largest shop- 
ping center, sold a tremendous amount 
of goods in 1930, according to a cen- 
sus of net retail sales as listed in the 
U.

Department 
of 
Commerce 


Market Data Handbook. 


Department store sales totaled $2,- 


850,000 in the area, while country 
store sales totaled $3,340,000. Says the 
report from which this was 
taken:

However, the tears soon 
stopped flowing and after that he re- 
assumed his stoic calm. 


The conversation with 
Demshaw 


brought out that shank had not given 
the officers the complete background 
of the crime. The typewritten con- 
fession quotes the prisoner as saying 
that he decided to kill Colley and his 
wife because of their knowledge of 
the theft of a forged receipt which 
was being used as evidence against a 
client of Shank. He later decided, the 
statement continued, to kill the chil- 
dren as he feared they might cause 
him trouble. 


Shank said 
Thursday 
that 
Mrs. 


Colley had attempted to extort ?200 
from Shank as blackmail and that an- 
other woman in Barberton, O., near 
Akron, had tried to obtain $400 from 
the attorney through a similar plan. 
Neither demand was met, he said.

Beer Bill Ready 


LITTLE ROCK—(£>)—The joint com- 


mittee beer bill was made ready for 
passage Thursday in both houses,of 
the legislature, as they waded through 
nearly three score amendment*. *nd, 
oomplctod 
'Thursday. 


The lower branch took time from 
consideration of the beer bill amend- 
ments to complete.action on two sen- 
ate bills, one the "mother hubbnrd" 
measure and the other the tax relief 
bill, and then pa'ssed three of its own 
measures, including that to reorgan- 
ize the state department of education 
and state board of education. There 
was no debate on any of them. 


The senate spent most of the day re- 


jecting amendments of the drys to 
permit local option by school districts 
or counties on the sale of beer. Sever- 
al other amendments, proposed also 
by the drys,.were tabled. 


Toward the end of the day, a fight 


was started to recede from an amend, 
ment adopted Wednesday giving the 
entire proceeds of the beer and wine 
tax revenues to the common schools. 
With Senator Shaver on the floor 
speaking against 
such a move, he 


yielded for an adjournment motion 
which carried, after the senate pre- 
viously had been unable to adjourn. 


The house took up in committee of 


the whole, as its last item of business 
Thursday, the measure to appropriate 
$60,000 for defense of the state re- 
funding act, and a fight was started 
which promised a lively session when 
it is resumed Friday morning, 


Local Option Fight 


The major differences between the 


two houses now on the beer bill cent- 
ered on the local option question. The 
senate has 
consistently 
refused to 


adopt such an amendment, while the 
house tacked on two—one to permit 
local option by school districts, and the 
other by counties every wo years, un- 
der the initiative and 
referendum 


amendment to the constitution. 


The house bill now provides for a 


retail dealers' tax ranging from $10 
to $20 per year, with similar rates 
fixed for cities and counties. 


A retail dealer in a city must ob- 


tain the state, city and county licenses, 
with the dealer outside cities being 
required only to obtain the county 
and sate licenses. 


The senate bill provides for the 


same rate of taxation as the house 
bill—$1 per barrel on beer, $10 for a 
state retail dealers license for deal- 
ers doing less than $1000 business per 
year, $15 for those doing in excess of 
$2000 business a year. Under the sen- 
ate bill, however, city dealers would 
be required only to buy the state and 
city licnses. 


A sharp fight was waged to re- 


consider and then expunge from the 
record 
an 
amendment 
previously 


adopted in the house giving picnic 
parties and "church bazaars" the right 
to retail beer on picnics by paying a 
"day's license' of $1. A similar amend- 
ment, with the word "church' deleted, 
was adopted, leaving the "picnic party 
beer license," provision in the meas- 
ure. 


'•Mother Hubbard Bill 


There was no debate preceding pas- 


sage of Senator Bailey's bill in the 
house to co-ordinate state laws with 
the national recovery act, the so-calld 
"Mother hubbard'' bill. The vote was 
68 to 13, the emergency clause being 
adopted by a margain of one vote. 


Gates of Cleveland asked that con-

measure, a bill allowing state banks 
to take advantage of the deposit guar- 
antee features of the Glass-Steagall 
banking bill enacted recently in con- 
gress, was passed by the house. Wil- 
kinson of Sebastian, chairman of the 
banking committee, declared it would 
allow many banks now closed to re- 
open with some chance for develop- 
ing into sound, strong banks. 


The house also passed, 76 to 10, Sen- 


ator Levine's bill to permit property 
owners to redeem property now for- 
feited to the state upon the payment, 
not later than next January 1, of one 
year's tax. It would permit improve- 
ment district property owners to re- 
deem upon payment of three year's 
taxes. 


The bill, by Smith of Randolph, to 


reorganize the state board of education 
was passed, 83 to 11. It is similar to 
act 78 of 1933, which was passed with- 
out the emergency clause, and was 
referred to the people at the 1934 gen- 
eral election, thus holding up its ef- 
fectiveness until that election. 


It would substitute the present com- 


missionr of education with an elected 
state superintended of public instruc- 
tion, and substitute elective state board 
of education with a board to be ap- 
pointed by the governor. 


The matter of reorganization of the 


education department has not been a 
lontroversial matter in the house, but 
he fight during the regular 
session 


ast winter deadlocked the two houses 
afttr the senate had refused to place 
an emergency clause on the bill. 


A bill was introduced in the senate 


to permit payment of poll taxes with- 
out penalty up to 
December 31. Its 


author was Senator Parish. 


The house ceased its attacks on Statt 


Revenue Commissioner Fred Watson 
after finishing with the beer bill, but I 
a brief flurry in the senate was caus- j 
ed by introduction of a resolution by 
Senator Abington, calling upon that 
department to furnish its July pay- 
roll list to the senate.
